Move to elect Pikarsky RTA head draws bitter reaction 


Daley injects Chicago power politics into deadlock over chairman

A power ploy engineered by Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley Is reaching Into 
the suburbs In an effort to have CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky named head 
of the Regional Transportation Authority. 


Daley's office reportedly is making 


phone calls to suburban mayors asking 
them to pressure suburban members of 
the RTA board into a quick decision on 
the chairman, theoretically resulting in 
selection of Pikarsky. 


The move drew the wrath Monday of 


State Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and four other suburban state 
legislators, who called for Pikarsky to 
withdraw his name from consideration 
for the chairmanship because he Is caus- 


ing a deadlock on the RTA board. 


At least one suburban mayor, Herbert 


Belirel of DCS Plalnes, has heard from 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain 
with a pitch for Pikarsky. Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get t buses to 
DCS Plalnes. Behrel agreed he would 
probably support Pikarsky, but said he 
has also been contacted by Barney Cun- 
ningham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN. WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and are causing 
a deadlock. He also said other good can- 


didates have withdrawn for political rea- 
sons, because of Plkarsky's eligibility. 


"Why Is it so important to the mayor 


that he have Pikarsky on the RTA? You 
know what he is going to do to the sub- 
urbs," Totten sold. "Pikarsky doesn't 
even know where Schauraburg Township 
is." 


Pikarsky Is attending a national trans- 


portation conference in New York, but he 
issued a statement Monday afternoon 
saying, "Who do they have as a candi- 
date? As an experienced professional ad- 
ministrator in public transportation, I 
have no intention of withdrawing my 
name." 


The issue has been further clouded by 


recent suggestions that former Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie would be a good com- 
promise candidate. The four suburban 
board members are believed to prefer 
former American Airlines president 
George A. Warde. 


"It's 
obvious they're floating him 


(Ogllvic) as a trial balloon, as a com- 
promise candidate, but that's not much 
better than Pikarsky," Totten said. He 
described the situation as political now, 
adding that he has talked with suburban 
RTA board members Joseph Tecson and 
D. Daniel Baldino about the deadlock.

One week ahead of schedule 
Work on flood-control project begins 


A $500,000 flood-control project, de- 


layed for more than a year, has begun in 
Buffalo Grove more than a week ahead 
of schedule. 


The program, which includes construc- 


tion of a five-acre water retention basin 
at the Arlington Country Club, is ex- 
pected to provide flood relief to residents 
and businesses along Dundee Road and 
the White Pine Ditch area. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg said 


Monday the project is actually beginning 
a neck ahead of schedule with crews 


clearing trees and removing topsoil. 


When that stage is complete, workers 


will start excavating the pond, and pipe 
outlets. Bridges and an earthen dam then 
will be installed, he said. 


WORK IS BEING done by Lindahl 


Bros, of Bensenville, which was awarded 
a contract for the $332,000 project last 
August. 


The village, the State of Illinois and 


Metropolitan Sanitary District are shar- 
ing project costs while the country club 
is supplying the land as port of an agree- 


merit among the four. 


Cost breakdowns show the village con- 


tributing a total of $82,000 to cover engi- 
neering, bridge installation and sewer 
expenses. The village also has agreed to 
maintain the pond. 


The MSD is paying $120,000 and the 


state another $330,000, mostly toward 
construction.

Buffalo Grovo Road will be closed at 


Dundee Road in about two to throe 
weeks while road improvements arc 
being made on the north side of the inter- 
section. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said a date 


for improvements was still pending, but 
work crews will close down the entrance 
to northbound Buffalo Grove Road dur- 
ing widening of the Intersection and in- 
stallation of a median strip. 


The entrance and about 600 feet of 


road in front of the Ranch Mart Shopping 
Center will be closed for about two 
weeks while the work is being done, Lar- 
son said. 


ALTHOUGH DUNDEE will remain 


open, Buffalo Grove Road traffic will be 
dctoured during the period and motorists 
will have to use Golf view Terrace as an 
alternate route, said Larson. 


The work is part of the overall Dundee 


Road widening project, which includes 
expansion of the road to four lanes be- 


tween Elmhurst Road and 111. Rte. 53 
through Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and Ar- 
lington Heights. The construction, ong- 
oing since 1972, will cost some $3 million. 


Project contractors and village offi- 


cials estimate the Buffalo Grove portion 
of Dundee Road will be complete late 
next month. 


Village officials were also waiting to 


hear, possibly this week, on final state 
approval from some $8,000 to $10,000 In 
savings on the Dundee median com- 


promise to be used for landscaping part 
of the dividers. 


The savings stems from a recent 


agreement among village officials, busi- 
ness and community leaders on a design 
including sections of mountable and land- 
scaped medians along the Buffalo Grove 
stretch of Dundee Road, some two miles. 


The savings comes largely from the 


use of topsoil rather than asphalt on 
most of the divider, according to state 
officials.

lem meeting the construction timetable. 


VILLAGE MGR. DANIEL Larson also 


said Tuesday that Lake County officials 
arc in the process of acquiring land for a 
larger, 100-acre reservoir proposed for 
Arlington Heights and Checker Roads. 


That project is part of a three-party 


agreement between the village, MSD and 
the Lake County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict. 


The MSD will assume the major por- 


tion of the $2.1 million cost while the for- 
est preserve will acquire the land. In 
turn, Buffalo Grove will maintain the fa- 
cility. 


Larson said the two projects are an 


effective flood control measure and will 
keep village flooding in check. 


Two years ago, Buffalo Grove was pla- 


gued by floods causing an estimated 
$45,000 damage. "Major flooding prob- 
lems will be corrected," Larson said.

'Education hurt by U.S. fund cuts' 


Education has been a major casualty 


in the federal funding impoundment pol- 
icies of the Nixon administration, said 
U.S. Sen. Walter Mondalc, D-Mlnn., at a 
meeting of the Illinois Principals Assn. 
Monday at Arlington Pork Hotel. 


Tin Democratic presidential hopeful 


proposed that budget cuts no longer be 
made in the areas of education and wel- 
fare, suggesting instead that the "sa- 
cred" defense budget be studied for 
waste. 


"The financial crisis of many school 


districts must be realized," he said, ''lo- 
cal school support must rest at the state 
and local levels, because it is essential 
for local control, but we cannot permit 
federal support to be slack." 


A proposed $500 million cut in school 


funding old actually has an impact of 
$800 million if inflation is figured In, he 
said. "Schools cannot absorb such cut- 
backs. Most of it will be reflected in the 
local real estate taxes, where there Is 
greatest resistance." 


MONDALE SAID principals, superin- 


tendents and education leaders have 
been lax In their responsibility to carry 
the significance of education funding to 
the public. 


He said voters seldom speak to him 


about federal aid to education because 
they don't realize what it means. He also 
said a Senate committee to study educa- 
tion in the nation could find only one 
unanimous conclusion after long deliber- 
ation, and that was to strengthen the role 
of school principals in the system. "His 
or Iwr leadership sets the tone of the 
school," he said. The audience of princi- 
pals was receptive to that suggestion. 


Mondalc challenged theories that the 


importance of education is slipping and 
that money should be put into welfare or 
programs to reduce poverty. He said edu- 
cation docs just that. Among his list of 
advantages of education were elimina- 
tion of illiteracy in the nation; lifting of 
15 million persons from poverty; dou- 
bling college attendance; cutting the 
dropout rate in half, and bringing In 
countless dollars in national income and 
tax revenues. 


He said lie prefers a broader, more 


basic aid-to-education program from the 
federal level, and has worked to cope 
with the educational equity question. 
Less red tape and categorical programs 
arc needed, he said, plus an evaluation 
program that would include all govern- 
ment spending, "to sec what we're get- 
ting." 


As Mondale was introduced, a lone 


demonstrator charged the speakers' table, 
shouting denunciations of the senator as 
a "fascist pig." The man, who was not 
identified by name, had entered the room 
using press credentials of "Solidarity," a

nac, just published with Its pithy homilies, recipes, yarns and 
advice. 


"Make sure you insulate your home, stuff up the cracks and 


get out the bundling board," advises the 102-page 1975 Alma- 
nac. 


Bundling boards, obsolete in this permissive age, were used 


before central heating to allow unmarried couples to get to 
know each other, but not too well. 


The occupants would slip under the covers of a bed to keep 


warm and the board was placed on edge down the middle of 
the bed between them. 


The Almanac predicts mild weather through Christmas in 


the northern part of the country cast of the Rockies, with a 
cold spell in the southern half of the country and west of the 
Rockies. 


Snowfall is predicted before Christmas for the Pacific 


Northwest, upper Great Lakes and Plains states and mid- 
Atlantic states.

January through April will swing from abnormal cold to 


abnormal warmth in the north, the Almanac says. Very 
heavy snows are predicted in the Northwest, north Great 
Lakes and Northeast in January and March. 


The Old Farmer's Almanac, founded in 1792 by Robert B. 


Thomas and published in Dublin, N.H., still has its familiar 
yellow cover and a hole punched in the upper left hand corner 
for hanging In a convenient spot. 


The 1975 edition concentrates on advice for coping with the 


energy crisis and inflation, and everything from growing your 
own food — "run your rows north and south with the tallest 
crops at the north end of the plot" — to "the forgotten art of 
building a long-lasting fire." 


There are tables for figuring when the fish will bite, when 


the moon will come up and when the tide will go out. 


There are recipes keyed to every month of the year: No- 


vember, hot potato salad; January: corn chowder; April: 
maple syrup pic. 


There are anecdotes about turtles that forecast the weather 


and starfish that communicate with mental telepathy. 


And home hints: "Put a strip of masking tape on plywood 


along where you plan to make a cut. Your saw won't spllnten 
the wood."

Nixon, Rebozo tied to conspiracy 
as government opens cover-up case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The prose- 


cution opened its Watergate cover-up 
case Monday by charging that "even the 
President himself" was involved in the 
conspiracy and that Richard M. Nixon's 
best friend provided $50,000 to be paid to 
the original Watergate burglars. 


Assistant Watergate Prosecutor Rich- 


ard Bcn-Vcnistc, in a 3-hour, 10-minute 
opening statement to a jury of nine wom- 
en and three men, said he would prove 
(he cover-up was a conspiracy among 
"the most powerful men in the govern- 
ment of the United States . . . even the 
President himself."

Guerrillas invited to debate in U.N. 


From United Press International 


Rejecting charges by Israel that the 


Palestine Liberation Organization prac- 
tices "premeditated murder as a profes- 
sion," the U.N. General Assembly voted 
overwlwlmingly Monday to invite the 
guerrillas to debate the question of Pa- 
lestine next month. 


The U.N. vote came as Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger headed home from 
his seventh Middle East tour convinced 
lie has made progress toward the next 
phase of peace negotiations and a pos- 
sible lowering of oil prices. 


Nabecl Shaath, a spokesman for the 


guerrillas, said "We are extremely hap- 
py and extremely excited" about the 
U.N. action, adding that "a full delega- 
tion at (he highest level of the PLO" will 


arrive in New York shortly to take part 
in the U.N. debate which begins Nov. 4. 


Israel, the only nation to speak against 


the proposal to ask the Palestinian guer- 
rillas to debate the question in the United 
Nations, said it "would amount to a bow 
to the scourge of savagery in utter hu- 
miliation." 


The vote was 105-4 with 20 abstentions. 


Opposed were Israel, the Dominican Re- 
public, Bolivia and the United States. 


The debate next month will be the first 


time in U.N. history that the Palestine 
issue has been listed separately from the 
Middle East crisis. 


After a final round of talks with Syrian 


President Hafez Assad, his second visit 
to Damascus in four days, Kissinger flew 
to Algeria. He was to go on to Morocco 
today before flying to Washington where 


he was scheduled to arrive later in the 
day. 


In a statement on his departure from 


Damascus, Kissinger said that in his 
talks with Assad, "I pointed out that I 
had found some positive and encouraging 
signs and the problem now was to put 
them into concrete focus." 


In a busy weekend of talks, Kissinger 


won agreement from Saudi Arabia to 
help him push for a drop in the world's 
record oil prices. He also worked out 
with Israel the details of an accord on 
the direction of the next round of Middle 
East peace talks and transmitted the Is- 
raeli ideas to Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in Cario. 


Kissinger also announced he would re- 


turn to the Middle East during the first 
week in November.

Ford vetoes 
bill cutting 
Turkey aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford Monday vetoed a bill that would 
require an arms cutoff to Turkey, saying 
it would threaten the NATO alliance and 
undercut efforts to negotiate a settlement 
of the Cyprus dispute with Greece. 


Congress, which ignored Ford's veto 


warnings in adding the arms cutoff to a 
continuing funding resolution for a varie- 
ty of government programs, appeared 
likely to consider overriding the veto on 
Wednesday so it can recess to campaign 
for the Nov. 5 elections. 


It requires a two-thirds vote in both 


chambers to override a veto, and observ- 
ers said it seemed likely the veto would 
be sustained, if not in the House — which 
will vote first — then in the Senate. 


House leaders indicated that if the veto 


is sustained the bill may be resubmitted 
with the same language but with an auto- 
matic 45-day delay in the arms cutoff 
while the negotiators make another try. 


In the Senate, Sen. Thomas Eagleton, 


D-Mo., chief advocate of the cutoff in 
that chamber, said he was "disappointed 
and dismayed" by ths veto because if 
sustained it would permit the "continued 
sending of illegal military aid to Tur- 
key." 


Angry farmers in strategy meetings 


by UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Members of the National Farmers Or- 


ganization (NFO), angered by climbing 
feed costs and sagging cattle, hog and 
dairy prices, gathered at scores of farm 
centers Monday to plot strategy. 


While farmers banded together in ef- 


forts to boost prices for their products, 
members of the American Meat Institute 
(AMI), meeting in Chicago, discussed 
ways of making lower quality meats 
palatable to the housewife. They heard 
predictions that consumption of beef Is 
headed for a record high. 


The militant NFO scheduled 160 meet- 


ings across the farm belt Monday night 
to consider possible courses of action. 
Oren Lee Staley, president of the organi- 
zation headquartered in Corning, Iowa, 
said: "I've never seen farmers so mad." 


"All you have to do Is talk to bankers 


or auctioneers and they will tell how 
farmers are on the verge of having to 
sell out," he said. 


Staley said hog producers are losing 


about $25 a head on their stock and cattle 
feeders $50 to $100 a head. 


Staley, saying the NFO was "just wait- 


ing and seeing what the response will 


be," was reluctant to predict what the 
outcome of the meetings would be until 
he saw the figures on the turnouts. 


At the AMI meeting, Assistant Agricul- 


ture Secretary Richard Feltner said that 
despite talk of consumer resistance to 
beef, 1974 consumption was likely to set 
a record of more than 116 pounds per 
person and 1975 consumption was ex- 
pected to be even higher.

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High school district report 
'Average9 teacher holds a master's 


The average teacher in High School 


Dlst. 214 is a 33-year-old man, holds a 
master's degree, has been teaching nine 
years and makes close to $16,000. 


That composite picture is drawn from 


data in the district's 1974-75 annual per- 
sonnel report prepared by Robert Cud- 
ncy, director of Instructional staffing. 


According to the report, which is used 


to assess patterns in the makeup of the 
staff, the district is "growing academi- 
cally." Last year, statistics showed that 
47 district teachers had earned a mas- 
ter's degree plus 60 hours credit toward 
a doctorate, or had attained a doctorate 
degree. In 1972-73, only 26 had done so. 


This year, 74 of the district's 1,044 


teachers, or about 7 per cent, have 
earned a master's and either have a doc- 
torate or have 60 hours credit toward a 
doctorate. 


Sixty nine per cent of all district teach- 


ers have earned a master's degree or 
more. 


ALTHOUGH THE district hired more 


female than male teachers this year, the 
number of female resignations increased 
the percentage of male teachers on the 
staff from 61 to 63 per cent. 


The district received 3,001 applications, 


up 1,000 from last year, for only 129 jobs. 


About one-third of the new staff con- 


sists of teachers new to Dist. 214, accord- 
ing to Cudney's report. About 40 per cent 
of the new staff holds advanced degrees. 


Salaries of new teachers jumped from 


$10,078 last year to $11,695 this year. Cud- 
ney's report cited the teacher salary in- 
crease and an interest in hiring more 
experienced teachers as the reason for 
the Increase. 
- NEW TEACHERS at Wheeling High 
School average the highest salaries 


($12,811), followed by Buffalo Grove 
($11,999), Forest View ($11,892), Pros- 
p e c t ($11,570), Rolling Meadows 
($11,334), Elk Grove ($10,948), Arlington 
($10,818), and Hersey ($10,700). 


Of the new staff, 55 graduated from 


either Northern Illinois University or the 
University of Illinois, Champaign-Urbana. 
The rest come from colleges and univer- 
sities across the country. 


The most popular subject area applied 


for by teachers was English, with 553 ap- 
plications, and physical education, with 
506 applicants. 


According to the report, there was an 


Increased number of applicants for every 
area, with the exception of industrial 
arts, "which continues to be a very diffi- 
cult area in which to find quality candi- 
dates." Only 57 people applied for indus- 
trial arts positions. 


For dropouts, underachievers 
New program gives teens 
a second chance to learn 


by DOD GALLAS 


John, a high school dropout from a 


broken home, w/j» described by his 
teachers as a nonattcndlng, noncon- 
forming, unmotivotcd student with a 
poor chance for success. 


Despite his classical description as 


nn underachieve!" with a variety of 
learning problems, John decided to 
return to school two years after drop- 
ping out and was accepted back by 
High School Dlst. 214. 


A year later, John was "involved, 


m o t i v a t e d , making reasonable 
grades" and even joined the track 
team en route to graduation. 


A few years ago, the story might 


have been different — John would 
have been turned away or just 
"pushed along" to graduation. 


TODAY. HOWEVER, dropouts, un- 


dcrachlcvcrs and others arc receiv- 
ing special help in a new Dlst. 214 
program aimed at helping students 
with learning problems get back into 
the mainstream. 


"It used to be that we'd soy, 'We 


have done everything we can for tho 
student,'" said Richard Stanowski, 
head of pupil services at Forest View 
High School In Arlington Heights. 
"Now 
MC ask, 'Have we done every- 


thing wo can for the students?'" 


Tho program Is called the Individ- 


ual Resource program and It Is being 
used dlstrlctwldc after a one-year pi- 
lot program at Elk Grove High 
School. 


It provides Individualized help for 


students with poor reading ability, 
social Immaturity, poor motivation, 
lack of skills In a particular area or 
any other problem that hinders the 
student from functioning properly in 
class. 


STUDENTS ARE given special 


help on a variety of levels, starting 
during their free time and progress- 
ing to permanent removal from class 
to work with a specialist. 


A forerunner of the program, the 


Cooperative Work Agreement, of- 
fered special classes for under- 
achievers at the freshman and soph- 
omore levels only. The present pro- 
gram has been expanded to accom- 
modate juniors and seniors as well 
as average students and those with 
special learning abilities. 


"Experience showed us that the 


old program was good for 50 per cent 
of the kids, who were In it, but the 
other SO per cent still had problems," 
said David Whltcsldo, district coor- 
dinator of special education services 
"Besides, you don't always stimulate 
and change in two years, when the 
pattern has been set for 10 years." 


THE INDIVIDUAL Resource Pro- 


gram revolves around a "resource 
center" at every school, staffed with 
learning disabilities teachers, coun- 
selors, teachers with special training 
in a subject area, and aides. 


Students can use tho center to 


study for a test, meet with a teacher 
or counselor for help, take advantage 
of study materials or, In some cases, 
just relax and play a game of table 
hockey with a fellow student. 


In addition to academic help, tho 


program also tries to help the stu-

put to work in a nursery school next 
door to the school. Through a cooper- 
ative agreement, tho girl becomes a 
nursery school teacher. 


"The little kids begin to rely on her 


and look up to her," said Stanowski. 
"It helps her image and builds her 
ego." 


ALTHOUGH there are about 1,100 


students In tho Individual Resource 
Program this year, other students 
sometimes feel the advantage of the 
resource center. 


At Forest VIow, aides are available 


to any classroom teachers who might 
need help at a particular time, for 
example a biology teacher might 
need help during a lab project. 


"They (aides) are on loan like a 


library book," Stanowski said. 


While the program has basic guide- 


lines, schools individualize their own 
program to fit the needs of their stu- 
dents. 


At Hersey High School, special 


classes are set up in the basic sub- 
jects required of freshmen such as 
biology, math and English in addi- 
tion to the option classes in home 
economics, woods, metals and graph- 
ics. 


Helton on trial after 2l/2 years

Ronald Helton goes back to court to- 


day, after a delay of more than 2& 
years, to face charges in tho stabbing 
murder of an Arlington Heights service 
station manager during a 1069 robbery. 


Helton, now 21, was one of several 


young men charged with the Nov. 11, 
1969, stabbing of Fred Talllon at the Ar- 
lington Park Shell service station, Wilko 
Road and Euclid Avenue. The charges 
against tho other men were dropped be- 
fore Helton's first trial In 1972. 


Tho original trial was stopped by Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan, who 
ruled that statements allegedly made by 
Helton to the Arlington Heights police 
were inadmlssnble. 


In August, the Illinois Appellate Court 


overturned Ryan's ruling and opened the 
way for the new trial.

tho case, said he will present several 
pretrial motions before Circuit Court 
Judge Jacques Hclllngoetter, who will be 
hearing the case in the Civic Center.

The Manila—one of Asia's 
best hotels—to be replaced

MANILA (UPI) — The Manila Hotel, one of the few surviv- 


ing grand old holds of Asia, has finally lost its battle with the 
jet age. 


Within the next two years, the historic edifice, a witness to 


war and diplomacy, politics and countless beautiful sunsets 
on Manila Bay, will give way to a new structure. 


At ago W, the once majestic hotel has been pronounced too 


old and musty for the needs of today's demanding jet trav- 
elers. 


FOR THOSE who treasure memories of the Manila Hotel 


and Its good old days, there may be some consolation in the 
, fact that the new hotel will have the same facade — cither in 


• 'Its original or restructured form. Everything else, however, 


from cutlery to plumbing, will be new. 


The state-owned, five-story 263-room hotel with its dis- 


tinctive whitewashed walls and green roof has been going to 
seed In recent years, crowded out of the steadily growing 


1 tourist trade by such new hotels as the Hilton, Hyatt and 


Intercontinental. 


Most of (ho clientele attracted by the hotel were cither 


unconcerned or lured by memories of its stately past. For 
many old-time travelers, the Manila Hotel was among the 
venerable Asian hotels such as the Raffles In Singapore, the 
Peninsula in Hong Kong, the Strand in Rangoon and the old 
Imperial In Tokyo before it too was torn down. 


The hotel, built overlooking Manila Boy in 1910 during U.S. 


colonial rule in the Philippines, styled itself as "the Aristo- 
crat of the Orient" at the height of its popularity. 


ON JULY 1, 1012, its formal opening attracted a glittering 


gathering that included 500 couples, "the largest number of 


|!waltzcrs ever assembled at one time In Manila," according to 
jjtho hotel's official history. 
; 
From tho early days of the Philippine Commonwealth In 


the late 1930s until tht outbreak of World War II in 1941, the*' 
hotel was the official residence of Gen. Douglas MncArthur.i 
When Manila fell on Jan. 2, 1942, the Japanese military ad- 
ministration took possession of the hotel, reserving it ex-' 
clusively for ranking Japanese officers, a select number of 
Filipino government officials and Influential Japanese civil-' 
ions. 
'; 


The hotel was the scene of room-to-room fighting when' 


American forces came to liberate the city from Japanese ! 
occupation troops in 1945. The U.S. Army repaired the hotel;' 
and occupied it until 1949 when the government repossessed 
it. Government-run operations lasted unprofitably for five 
years and the hotel was leased to a private group, Bay View' 
Hotel, Inc., for 20 years. 


Last June, the lease ran out and the hotel reverted back to 


the government, its fate uncertain until this month when 
President Ferdinand H. Marcos ordered its modernization. 
.Marcos, however, put the condition that the existing facade 
be retained — or rebuilt — because of its historical value. 


THE 57-YEAR-OLD Filipino leader has reason to cherish 


fond memories of the hotel. It was within its premises that he 
received tho official nomination of the then opposition Na- 
clonallsta Party to run in the 1965 presidential elections which 
he eventually won. 


The following year, Marcos also played host to President 


Johnson and other chiefs of state of the Vietnam War allies in' 
a seven-nation summit meeting, with all the visitors occupy- 
ing suites at the Manila Hotel.

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Savannah 


Last of the English Colonies, this Georgia 


port city boasts several historical 'firsts'

To stroll the cobbled lanes of Savannah 


is to walk the paths of history. 


Savannah was the first settlement and 


capital of the last English colony In 
America, but starting last didn't keep 
Savannah from scoring an impressive 
number of historical "firsts." 


The year after Savannah's founding In 


1733, the first economic garden in Amer- 
ica, really the first agricultural ex- 
periment station, flourished there. The 
world's first Sunday school, North Amer- 
ica's first Moravian church, and the first 
African Baptist congregation were born 
in Savannah. The Girl Scouts of America 
was founded there, and it was the site of 
the first United States Grand Prix. 


AS A GREAT port city, Savannah 


can boast of several maritime firsts: the 
first steamship ever to cross an ocean, 
the first commercially successful iron 
steamship, and the first nuclear-powered 
merchant ship. 


Even when an older city or colony got 


the jump on Savannah, she had the stay- 
Ing power often to emerge preeminent; 
while none of these started first, Sav- 
annah has wound up with the oldest or- 
phanage In America, the oldest congre- 
gation still practicing reform Judaism in 
the United States, the oldest continuously 
operating theater In the country, and the 
oldest hospital on the East Coast. 


On Feb. 12, 1733, General James Ed- 


ward Oglethorpe and 120 colonists, hav- 
ing crossed the Atlantic from Gravesend, 
England, on the good ship Ann, arrived 
at Yamacraw Bluff on the Savannah Riv- 
er to found "the colony of Georgia in 
America." The purposes of the colony, 
the thirteenth and last of the English co- 
lonies in the New World, were to aid the 
poor in England, to increase imperial 
trade and navigation, and to serve as a 
protective buffer between Spanish Flor- 
ida and the more northerly English co- 
lonies. 


Today, the spot where Oglethorpe and 


his colonists landed (according to local 
tradition, the precise spot where the gen- 
eral pitched his damask-lined field tent) 
is marked only by a marble bench, a 
monumental modesty for the South, so 
conscious of its historical past. 


OGLETHORPE LAID OUT the city on 


a system of public squares which were 
intended as central areas of fortification 
for the colonists and in which were lo- 
cated the neighborhood water wells, no- 
tice boards, public meeting places, and 
the like. Each family received a house 
lot on one of the squares and, beyond the 
city, a five-acre garden plot. Still farther 
beyond were the 45-acre farm lots. 


Tills precise geometric plan, which has 


been called "the most original and 
brilliant plan of any American city be- 
fore L'Enfant planned Washington, D. 
C.," was drawn in England by a planner 
whose name has been lost to history. Un- 
fortunately for today's urban sprawl and 
land-use conflicts, the idea of planning

sweep the New World. 


Unlike most of the pioneer European 


settlements in America, Savannah did 
not have to endure bloody encounters 
with the native American Indians, thanks 
to a great and lasting rapport between 
Oglethorpe and Tomo-chl-chl, the "mico" 
or chief of the Yamacraw tribe of 
Creeks. Savannah's earliest troubles 
came at the hands of the Spaniards in 
Florida until their departure from the 
continent in 1763, after which Savannah 
and the Georgia colony grew rapidly and 
prospered. 


From the outset, Savannah was an im- 


portant seaport, sending to England the 
products of its agriculture and trade with 
the Indians and importing finished prod- 
ucts and manufactured goods. Its 
earliest exports included lumber, indigo, 
naval stores, and rice. Once, diked rice 
paddies virtually surrounded Savannah, 
but in the 1820s and 30s wet rice culture 
was eliminated because of the scourge of 
yellow fever which decimated the city in 
1820. By that time cotton had become the 
dominant export crop and, for nearly a 
century, the factors or brokers trading in 
the cotton exchange on Savannah's wa- 
terfront set world cotton prices. 


Savannah's growth and prosperity en- 


dured numerous setbacks caused by mili- 
tary engagements during the American 
Revolution and the Civil War, devas- 
tating rires In 1796 and 1820, epidemics of 
yellow fever and cholera, economic de- 
pressions, and the collapse of cotton 
prices in 1895. 


DURING THE Revolution, Savannah 


saw military action three times. First, 
the city was taken by colonial insurgents 
at the outset of the war. In 1778, the Brit- 
ish recaptured it. The following year, the 
American army laid seige to Savannah 
in an unsuccessful effort to retake the 
city. Savannah suffered damage in all 
three encounters. 


After the Revolution, the hero of the 


Southern campaign, General Nathaniel 
Greene, moved to an estate, just outside 
Savannah, that had been granted him by 
a grateful Georgia government. It was 
while tutoring Greene's children In 1793 
that Eli Whitney invented the cotton gin, 
an event that revolutionized Savannah 
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and the South and sowed the seeds of the 
War between the States. 


Although Savannah was not captured 


until rather late in the war, it suffered 
throughout the Civil War because of the 
Union navy's coastal blockade. Rather 
than risk utter destruction, Savannahians 
surrendered their city to Sherman on 
Dec. 22, 1864, and the general sent his 
famous message to President Lincoln: "I 
beg to present to you as a Christmas gift, 
the City of Savannah with ISO heavy guns 
and plenty of ammunition and also about 
25,000 bales of cotton." 


Since the Civil War, Savannah has 


cruised serenely through history, contin- 
uing its role as the major United States 
seaport on the South Atlantic coast, ex- 
panding its industry, blossoming as a 
major recreation and tourist center, pre- 
serving and restoring the special charm 
with which nature and the events of his- 
tory have graced It. 


But preservation and restoration of the 


city's historical heritage have not come 
easy.

Making tea that ivon't cloud 


Dear Dorothy: Iced tea Is a ycar- 


around favorite in this house. I'm still 
hunting for a good way to make It so that 
it won't get cloudy when stored In the 
refrigerator. — Salona Barker 


With tea the standard beverage In so 


many countries, it's a little astonishing 
that so few of us here know much about 
making It. Tho Important first step is to 
make tea in a china or carthonwoar pot. 
Use one teaspoon for every cup of boiling 
water. 


After the tea Is steeped (for at least 


two minutes), it can bo strained, cooled 
and then refrigerated for use In Iced tea. 
Somo maintain that made this way the 
tea will not cloud up. One friend Is ad- 
dicted to an unorthodox way. She puts a 
largo pinch of tea leaves in a quart jar of 
water, puts it in tho sun, covered, until 
the desired color is reached. Strained, It 
goes Into the refrigerator — and never 
clouds. I prefer the standard, recom- 
mended method.

There's no good reason, for ex- 


ample, that similar public hearings 
conducted by such bodies as the 
Cook County Board or the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District can't be 
televised. TV time would have to 
be located, but the idea should not 
be discarded because of the diffi- 
culty of finding time. 


Despite the prevalence of apathy 


towards all levels of government, 
there's been keen viewing interest 
in the past in the Ervin Watergate 
C o m m i t t e e and the Army- 
M c C a r t h y hearings. Granted, 
there's nothing especially stirring 
about the deliberation's of most 
public bodies, but on-the-scene, 
live coverage would produce per- 
haps a growing audience and could 
generate a vast amount of public 
interest in previously ignored gov- 
ernment. 


The challenge of government to- 


day is to adapt modern technology 
to make it more effective. The use 
of computers has been one ex- 
ample of such sophistication. That 
technology should be extended to 
bring government 
out to 
the 


people. After all, we deserve such 
communication while reserving the 
right to criticize our government in 
action.

Senate press afdes: 


they cost $2.5 million 


by STCVE GEIISTEL 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ever wonder 


how much taxpayers arc charged so that 
senators can have press aides? Try $2.5 
million a year. 


The figure is not exact. It could be 


higher. 
. The total is arrived at by taking the 
Jist of person* designated by senators as 
their press secretaries and adding up 
their salaries which arc made public. 
• On the basis of that exercise in higher 
math, the annual outlay Is $2,5&U73. 
: The average salary Is $25,902 with 
three top earners at $31,770 and one star- 
ving at $1«.C02. 
• The figures tire somewhat inexact be- 
cause about ono fourth of those desig- 
nated as press secretaries have other, 
overriding functions. Some of them make 
up to $33.910. 


But that loss Is more than com- 


pensated for by the fact that just about 
every press secretary has a secretary 
and many have assistants. 


What dovs the taxpayer get for this 


astronomical amount? 


An almost endless stream of material, 


runging from announcements of sewer 
grants to major speeches, all of which 
arc designed to moke the senator look 
good lo his constituents and, If-not good, 
s.ivc him from looking bad. 


Almost invariably, the press secretary 
GEORGE AIKEN 


is a high-ranking member of the staff. In 
salary, he rates just below the adminis- 
trative and legislative assistants. 


The administrative assistant runs the 


office; the legislative assistant provides 
the expertise on bills; and the press sec- 
retary glorifies the accomplishments of 
his leader. 


While the $2.5 million is spent for the 


benefit of individual senators, nothing is 
spent on the Senate itself. The Senate 
has no press secretary. 


Neither do the committees with the ex- 


ception of Armed Services and Finance 
who share one with the chairmen. Some 
other committees make a stab at public 
relations. 


As a result, the opinions of an individ- 


ual senator on specific legislation are 
heavily publicized while the substance of 
the bill gets little, if any, unsolicited ex- 
posure. 


At least one senator, however, does his 


best to save taxpayers' money. 


Befitting his" Vermont background, Re- 


publican Sen. George. D. Aiken lists his 
wife as his press secretary and pays her 
nothing. She is also his administrative 
assistant for which she gets the same 
amount. 


If there is any question on the impor- 


tance elected officials place on press sec- 
retaries, there is always the example set 
by President Ford whoso first official act 
was to name a press secretary.

Hollywood: new capital of videoland 


NEW YORK — Today, Hollywood is 


the capital of TV production. But in the 
1950s New York sat on that throne — and 
the city jumped with tho frantic pace of 
advertisers, show packagers and network 
officials. 


"It was like a Turkish bazaar," said 


David Gerber of Columbia Pictures Tele- 
vision. 


"It was really whacky and '21' was al- 


ways filled with guys trying to work out 
deals. They were adventurers. Now, '21' 
is almost empty of the old'guard." 


GERBER IS EXECUTIVE vice presi- 


dent of Columbia's worldwide TV produc- 
tion. He also is the executive producer of 
"Police Story," "Police Woman," "Born 
Free" and "Nakia." He Is known as a 
TV packager, a guy a network can come 
to for a show. 


"In the old days, you could develop a 


show with your guts," said Gerber. "It 
was your emotions. There was more of a 
show-business atmosphere, theatrics. 
Now, it's computers, demographics and 
mass-media appeal." 


The Brooklyn-born Gerber is a chunky 


man with the look of a street fighter. 
Nevertheless, he Is a sensitive man who 
can handle a board of directors as 
smoothly as he can a gathering in a 
Brooklyn bar. This is class, something a 
lot of guys try to buy with a suit. 


GERBER BEGAN HIS career in tele- 


vision by joining a New York advertising 
agency following Ills graduation from 
University of the Pacific. He later moved 
to Famous Artists and General Artists as

a TV packager. In January 1965 he be- 
came vice president In charge of sales at 
20th Century-Fox TV. He then branched 
out on his own, producing such shows as 
"The Ghost and Mrs. Mulr" and "Nanny 
and the Professor." 


"Tilings are more competitive, now," 


Gerber said, "In the old days, you could 
make a deal for an advertising agency or 
an advertiser. Today, there are three 
markets — the networks." 


Gcrbcr added that the network bosses, 


like production techniques, have changed 
since his days in New York. 


"The guys now running the networks 


are a different breed. They know the 
numbers, the ratings, and they are dedi- 
cated to getting a show on. There are no 
more pockets of influence. But these kids 
are willing to take a chance, to gamble. 
And they always let you know where you 
stand." 


ALTHOUGH GERBEIl feels comfort- 


able with the new regime, he also had 
pleasant moments with the former power 
brokers of network programming. But 


others didn't, especially with CBS' 
James Aubrey, who was known as the 
"Smiling Cobra." 


"There was a lot of fear among net- 


work executives," Gerber said. "Aubrey 
had no fear. He made decisions and 
stood by them. And a man who stands up 
and can make a decision in an atmos- 
phere permeated by fear can go far."

A diet /or kidney disease 


I am a middle-aged woman and have bilateral polycysUc 


renal dlirase. I am being treated by a very competent ncph- 
rologlst. 1 have had several side effects, such as anemia, 
flout, diabetic symptoms, swelling of the feet, Itcby ikln, leg 
cramps and nausea with vomiting. I might say Ibis is an 
inherited condition as several In my family have had the 
*ame complaint. 


At the present time I am on a salt-free diet and taking, 


among other things, four aodlum bicarbonate tablet* daily. 
Zyloprlm to control the gout, plus Iron and liver for by blood. 


During a period of time I have loit more than SO pounds 


(Irom more than 200 pounds down to about 120 pounds). I am 
getting along quite well at the moment, but can you explain 
to me why the salt-free diet and 'limited potassium and pro- 
tein and the sodium bicarbonate? 


For the benefit of our other readers, polycystic kidney dis- 


ease Is a defect that a person Is born with. Here are many 
(poly) cysts formed in the kidney causing it to be enlarged, 
and sometimes affecting its function. How much of the nor- 
mal kidney tissue is replaced with cysts determines how well 
the kidneys function. 


Three main complications of polycystic kidney disease arc 


bleeding, high blood pressure and kidney failure. Most of your 
treatment Is directed toward the latter. Since your kidneys 
are not working In an optimal fashion your doctor is wisely 
helping them. 


When the kidneys arc damaged they may not be able to 


eliminate salt normally. In that case salt has to bo elimi- 
nated from the diet to prevent the accumulation of salt in the 
body which would cause accumulation of water and lead to 
many severe problems. 


THE SAME APPLIES to potassium. The kidneys normally 


eliminate any potassium your body doesn't need. When they 
arc unable to do this, the excess accumulation of potassium 
can upset tho body chemistry and even affect the heart. So, I 
am not surprised that your potassium and the foods rich in 
potassium arc limited. Individuals taking water pills have the 
opposite problems. The flushing out of water often washes out 
loo much potassium which can be bad also. 


One of the main functions of the kidneys is to eliminate 


urea, hence the name urine. Urea is formed from the am- 
monia or nitrogen-containing part of amino acids. Protein 
consists of combinations of amino acids. If you cat a lot of 
excess protein, your kidneys have to eliminate more urea. 
When your kidneys are not "up to-snuff" you need to elimi- 
nate this problem to prevent the accumulation of urea in the 
blood. In large amounts it can lead to "urcralc poisoning." 


The kidneys also play a role in balancing the chemistry of 


your body, between being too acid or too alkaline. This is 
very important for normal function. I presume that the so- 
dium bicarbonate Is part of this general picture in your par- 
ticular cose. 


So, all that is being done for you is quite logical and neces- 


sary. Keep In mind that If you roach a point where kidney 
function is completely unsatisfactory you can get help from 
artificial kidney devices, and finally, In proper clrcum- 
stances, kidney transplants have proved to be rather success- 
ful.

Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get buses to 
Des Plaines. Behrel agreed he would 
probably support Pikarsky, but said he. 
has also been contacted by Barney Cun-, 
nlngham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
Is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN, WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and are causing 
a deadlock.

'Average' teacher holds a master's 


The average teacher in High School 


Dlst. 214 is a 33-year-old man, holds a 
master's degree, has been teaching nine 
years and makes close to $16,000. 


That composite picture is drawn from 


data in the district's 1974-75 annual per- 
sonnel report prepared by Robert Cud- 
ney, director of Instructional staffing. 


According to the report, which is used 


to assess patterns in the makeup of the 
staff, the district Is "growing academi- 
cally." Last year, statistics showed that 
47 district teachers had earned a mas- 
ter's degree plus CO hours credit toward 
a doctorate, or had attained a doctorate 
degree. In 1972-73, only 26 had done so. 


This year, 74 of the district's 1,044 


teachers, or about 7 per cent, have 
earned a master's and either have a doc- 
torate or have 60 hours credit toward a 
doctorate. 


Sixty nine per cent of all district teach- 


ers have earned a master's degree or 
more. 


ALTHOUGH THE district hired more 


female than male teachers this year, the 
number of female resignations increased 
the percentage of male teachers on the 
staff from 61 to 63 per cent. 


The district received 3,001 applications, 


up 1,000 from last year, for only 129 jobs. 


About one-third of the new staff con- 


sists of teachers new to Dlst. 214, accord- 
ing to Cudney's report. About 40 per cent 
of the new^staff holds advanced degrees. 


Salaries of new teachers jumped from 


$10,078 last year to $11,695 this year. Cud- 
ney's report cited the teacher salary in- 
crease and an interest in hiring more 
experienced teachers as the reason for 
the increase. 


NEW TEACHERS at Wheeling High 


School average the highest salaries 


($12,811), followed by Buffalo Grove 
($11,999), Forest View ($11,892), Pros- 
pect ($11,570), Rolling Meadows 
($11,334), Elk Grove ($10,948), Arlington 
($10,818), and Hersey ($10,700). 


Of the new staff, 55 graduated from 


either Northern Illinois University or the 
University of Illinois, Champaign-Urbana. 
The rest come from colleges and univer- 
sities across the country. 


The most popular subject area applied 


for by teachers was English, with 553 ap- 
plications, and physical education, with 
505 applicants. 


According to the report, there was an 


increased number of applicants for every 
area, with the exception of industrial 
arts, "which continues to be a very diffi- 
cult area hi which to find quality candi- 
dates." Only 57 people applied for indus- 


. trial arts positions.

Long Grove residents presented peti- 


tions Monday night to the Buffalo Grove 
Village Board objecting to plans by Mill- 
er Builders Inc. to construct a 415- 
housing development. 


Petitions bearing the signatures of 125 


residents who live near the Miller site 
were presented to the board. The board, 
however, tabled action on the matter un- 
til a court challenge to the annexation is 
settled. 


Long Grove Village Pres. Robert Coffin 


said village attorneys are seeking to 
have overturned a Lake County Circuit 
Court decision allowing Buffalo Grove to 
annex the Miller property. A hearing on 
the Long Grove objection has been 
scheduled for Nov. 12. 


Miller hopes to build 415 houses and 


townhouses on a 149-acre site east of Old 
Hicks Road about one-quarter mile west 
of Schaffer Road between Old Chov.?r 
Road and the Lake-Cook county line. 


COFFIN TOLD the board the Miller 


plans were a "radical departure from 
the type of development that has been in 
our master plan." Tho three-unit per 
acre density, he said, conflicts with the 
Long Grove master plan, which calls for 


only one housing unit on two acres. 


Coffin also said the development would 


penetrate more than a mile into the vil- 
lage's sewer system. Referring to traffic 
increases that could result on Checker 
Road because of the development, he 
called the road "quite inadequate for 
that kind of traffic." 


He said the property is an "area we 


are vitallly interested in — we respect- 
fully register our opposition." 


THE LARGEST group of petitioners 


come from Country Club Estates, a sub- 
division slightly north of the property. 
Two other petitions were circulated 
among residents along Checker Road 
and unincorporated areas of Lake County 
that border the site. 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong told the Long Grove representa- 
tives their objections would be given 
"very serious consideration." 


If the board decides to consider the 


Miller request, the matter would be re- 
ferred to the plan commission. 


Coffin said Long Grove officials prob- 


ably will participate in further dis- 


cussions of the Miller plans. Representa- 
tives of the Miller firm did not appear at 
Monday night's session.

Move to elect Pikarsky RTA head draws bitter reaction 


Daley injects Chicago power politics into deadlock over chairman

A power ploy engineered by Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley Is reaching Into 
the suburbs In an effort to have CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky named head 
of the Regional Transportation Authority. 


Daley's office reportedly Is making 


phone calls to suburban mayors asking 
them to pressure suburban members of 
the RTA board into a quick decision on 
the chairman, theoretically resulting In 
selection of Pikarsky. 


The move drew the wrath Monday of 


State Rep. Donald Tottcn, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and four other suburban state 
legislators, who called for Pikarsky to 
withdraw ills name from consideration 
for the chairmanship because he is caus- 


ing a deadlock on the RTA board. 


At least one suburban mayor, Herbert 


Bchrcl of DCS Plnlncs, has heard from 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain 
with a pitch for Pikarsky. Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get buses to 
DCS Plaincs. Behrel agreed he would 
probably support Pikarsky, but said he 
has also been contacted by Barney Cun- 
ningham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN, WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and are causing 
a deadlock. He also said other good can- 


didates have withdrawn for political rea- 
sons, because of Plkarsky's eligibility. 


"Why is it so important to the mayor 


that he have Pikarsky on the RTA? You 
know what he is going to do to the sub- 
urbs," Totten said. "Pikarsky doesn't 
even know where Schaumburg Township 
is." 
. Pikarsky is attending a national trans- 
portation conference in New York, but he 
issued a statement Monday afternoon 
saying, "Who do they have as a candi- 
date? As an experienced professional ad- 
ministrator In public transportation, I 
have no intention of withdrawing my 
name." 


The issue has been further clouded by 


recent suggestions that former Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie would be a good com- 
promise candidate. The four suburban 
board members are believed to prefer 
former 
American 
Airlines president 


George A. Warde. 


"It's 
obvious they're floating him 


(Ogilvie) as a trial balloon, as a com- 
promise candidate, but that's not much 
better than Pikarsky," Totten said. He 
described the situation as political now, 
adding that he has talked with suburban 
RTA board members Joseph Tecson and 
D. Daniel Baldlno about the deadlock. 


TOTTEN THEORIZES that the city 


members of the RTA board arc hoping 
for a swing to Pikarsky if they hold out 
long enough, because of pressure by sub-

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C&NW agrees to weigh nature area plan 
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Parks, city officials 
to discuss land buy 
at meeting tonight 


DCS Plaincs city and park district officials will get together 


tonight to discuss possible city purchase of park property for 
downtown redevelopment. 


The meeting will be the first formal joint session between 


the two groups since the suggestion for the city to buy park 
property on Pearson Street for the proposed $14-mlllion Su- 
perblock project was put forth more than a year ago. 


Mayor Herbert H. Bchrcl and the city's 1G aldermen have 


been invited to the 8 p.m. meeting at the park district office, 
748 Pearson St., In an attempt to establish a purchase price 
for the property. 


THE CITY HAS offered the park district $133,000 for the 


property, which includes the park district's administrative 
office and a garage facility. Park officials have rejected the 
offer, stating the cost to replace the 11,000-squarc-foot struc- 
ture would be between $300,000 and $500,000. 


Park district officials told the city council lost week the 


city's offer would have to be Increased, but there was no 
immediate indication that a greater amount would be forth- 
coming. 


Robert Kunkcl, park district director, said Monday all 


members of the council have been invited to attend tonight's 
meeting, but ho had no indication of how many would be 
present. Kunkcl said Bchrcl will be present. 


Kunkcl said the meeting will mark the first time the council 


as a whole will meet with the park board. Until now negotia- 
tions have been handled by the mayor acting on authority 
from the council. The park board has forwarded its decisions 
to the mayor through Kunkcl. 


KUNKEL SAID CITY officials will bo taken on a tour of the 


administration office tonight before negotiating begins. 


Bchrcl said last week the city might Increase Its offer for 


tho land but he doubted the figure would be high enough to 
cover the cost of replacing the park district facility. 


Tho mayor noted that the city might be able to sell bonds 


more easily than the park district to help case the financial 
burden. Under such an agreement the city would sell the 
bonds but the park district would repay the debt through Its 
operating funds. 


Tho park district by law cannot sell its land outright with- 


out a referendum. If such a referendum Is passed, tho land 
must be sold at public auction if the park district is unable to 
trade It for land of equal value.

Western Ry. have agreed to review a 
request to maintain a tract of land in 
Des Plaines for a prairie preservation 
project. 


In a letter to Roger Mattcson, one of 


the leaders of on effort to preserve the 
23-acrc site for a nature area, railroad 
officials agreed to reexamine their deci- 
sion not to turn the land over to some 
local agency. 


I. Robert Bullin, C&NW's vice presi- 


dent for material and real estate, said 
the operations and safety sections of the 
railroad would consider the proposal. 


LOCAL RESIDENTS have attempted 


to convince the railroad to turn over the 
land so that it could be maintained as a 
natural prairie area. 


The 
parcel, 
which is near the 


Weiboldt's distribution center south of 
Northwest Highway, is believed to be one 
of the few virgin prairie areas left in 
northern Illinois. 


When the railroad turned down the pro- 


posal in August, it gave no explanation 
for the move. Local preservationists and 
officials of the Des Plaincs Bicentennial 
Commission were critical of the rail- 


road's response in the matter. 


The commission had been considering 


adoption of the project as an official city 
effort in connection with the celebration 
of the nation's 200th birthday. 


Bullin said that a special corporation 


may have to be established to take over 
the property ittt is given up by the rail- 
road. 


A portion of the property now is being 


used as an equipment-storage area, but 
the majority of the land is vacant. 


RAILROAD 
OFFICIALS have ex- 


pressed concern about safety and secur- 
ity in the area because the land Is sur- 
rounded by several rail lines. 


Supporters of the project have noted 


that the prairie contains many natural 
plants and grasses which were once 
unique to Illinois. 


James Androff, another supporter of 


(lie project, said the condition of the soil 
and other conditions would make it im- 
possible to transplant the vegetation to 
other areas. 


Androff and others hope that if the 


land is used as a nature area, education- 
al programs could be developed for local 
residents and schoolchildren. 


Unit probes schools' financial future 


A ID-member committee tonight will 


begin taking an in-depth look at the fi- 
nancial future of Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59. 


The committee consists of principals, 


teachers, citizens and members of the 
board of education. 


B o a r d member Albert Domanico, 


chairman of the committc e, said it will 
present alternatives to the board on how 
to maintain the district's present level of 
programming in view of an anticipated CO 
per cent drop in state aid in about two 
years. 


The district received about $3.2 million 


in state aid last year. This year state aid 
increased to about $4.2 million, but is ex- 
pected to start decreasing in about two 
years when the formula for determining 
state aid is changed. 


DIST. 59 is being hit hard financially 


by the new aid formula, which is based 
primarily on student enrollment and lo- 
cal tax effort. The district is caught in 
the bind of having a declining enrollment 
and a low tax levy, which means less 
money from the state. 


"We won't be making any recommen- 


dations, just presenting all the alterna- 
tives," said Domanico. 


Two district teachers, two principals, 


two board members and four members 
of the general public will serve on the 
committee. Domanico and fellow board 
member Paul Kucharski will represent 
the board and pick committee members. 


Three of four members of the public 


have been chosen Including Joseph Sle- 
eker; Chris Glasgow, president of the 
Bank of Rolling Meadows, and Robert 
Melroy, a lawyer. Domanico said the 
fourth member has not been picked, but 
could be Mead Killion of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


KILLION MADE a presentation at the 


last meeting of the board and said the 


tax base of the district will eventually be 
large enough that the district will not 
have to rely on state aid for operating 
funds. Killion suggested that the district 
determine whether it can borrow enough 
money to make it until that time, about 
four years from now. 


Domanico called Killion's projections a 


"remarkable job," that "comes very 
close." However, Domanico added some 
figures in the projections were incorrect. 


The meeting, which will start at 7:30 


p.m. in the district administrative cen- 
ter, 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd., will be 
the first of about four to be held each 
week at the same time.

'New program gives teens 
a second chance to learn

John, a high school dropout from a 


broken home, was described by his 
teachers'as a nonattcnding, noncon- 
forming, unmotivatcd student with a 
poor chance for success. 


Despite his classical description as 


an underachievcr with a variety of 
learning problems, John decided to 
return to school two years after drop- 
ping out and was accepted back by 
High School Dist. 214. 


A year later, John was "involved, 


m o t i v a t e d , making reasonable 
grades" and even joined the track 
team en route to graduation. 


A few years ago, the story might 


have been different — John would 
have been turned away or just 
"pushed along" to graduation. 


TODAY. HOWEVER, dropouts, un- 


derachievers and others are receiv- 
ing special help in a new Dlst. 214 
program aimed at helping students 
with learning problems get back into 
the mainstream. 


"It used to be that we'd say, 'We 


have done everything we can for the 
student,'" said Richard Stanowski, 
head of pupil services at Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. 
"Now we ask, 'Hove we done every- 
thing wo can for the students?'" 


The program is called the Individ- 


ual Resource program and it Is being 
used dlstrictwide after a one-year pi- 
lot program at Elk Grove High 
School. 


It provides individualized help for 


students with poor reading ability, 
social immaturity, poor motivation, 
lack of skills in a particular area or 
any other problem that hinders the 
student from functioning properly in 
class. 


STUDENTS ARE given special 


help on a variety of levels, starting 
during their free time and progress- 
ing to permanent removal from class 
to work with a specialist. 


A forerunner of the program, the 


Cooperative Work Agreement, of- 
fered special classes for under- 
achievers at the freshman and soph- 
omore levels only.

The average teacher in High School 


Dlst. 214 is a 33-year-old man, holds a 
master's degree, has been teaching nine 
years and makes close to $16,000. 


That composite picture is drawn from 


data in the district's 1974-75 annual per- 
sonnel report prepared by Robert Cud- 
ney, director of Instructional staffing. 


According to the report, which is used 


to assess patterns in the makeup of the 
staff, the district is "growing academi- 
cally." Last year, statistics showed that 
47 district teachers had earned a mas- 
ter's degree plus 60 hours credit toward 
a doctorate, or had attained a doctorate 
degree. In 1972-73, only 26 had done so. 


This year, 74 of the district's 1,044 


teachers, or about 7 per cent, have 
earned a master's and either have a doc- 
torate or have 60 hours credit toward a 
doctorate. 


Sixty nine per cent of all district teach- 


ers have earned a master's degree or 
more. 


ALTHOUGH THE district hired more 


female than male teachers this year, the 
number of female resignations increased 
the percentage of male teachers on the 
staff from 61 to 63 per cent.

Parks seek aid for bike-safety plan 


Elk Grove Park District 
officials 


tonight will seek help from the Elk 
Grovo Township Board of Auditors in im- 
plementing a three-phase program to 
promote bicycle safety. 


Several members of the park board 


and Jack Clacs, director of parks and 
recreation, will discuss the program with 
township officials at a meeting at 8 p m. 
at the township hall, 2400 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


Tho program is the result of research 


on bike-rclntcd problems In the area thut 
was compiled by the park district over 
the past several months with a $1,000 
grant from the township. 


Clacs said park officials will explain 


the program to the township board for 
the first time tonight and attempt to in- 
terest the board incoopcrating to put it 
into effect. 


"WE'RE NOT necessarily going to ask 


them to finance the program, but we will 
ask them to participate in implementing 
it in some way," he said. 


The program calls first for using the 


state school superintendent's bicycle 
safety lessons designed to be included in 
any general school curriculum in kinder- 
garten through eighth grade. 


The plan also suggests providing train- 


ing for children In proper bike riding, 
possibly using a portable course with 
road signs and other traffic hazards to 
simulate riding conditions. 


Also suggested in the second stage of 


the program is a system for the in- 
spection and licensing of bicycles and a 
bicycle court. 


THE THIRD PHASE involves con- 


struction of a permanent training facility 
where a full-time coordinator would be 
available to teach children to ride bikes 
safely. 


Many local agencies have already ex- 


pressed support for an area bike-safety 
program such as the plan recommended 
by the park district, including the Elk 
Grove Police Dept., Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59, the Dist. 59 School Community 
Council and Schwinn Sales Midwest Inc.

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Move to elect Pikarsky RTA head draws bitter reaction 


Daley injects Chicago power politics into deadlock over chairman

A power play engineered by Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley is reaching into 
the tuburbs in an effort to have CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky named head 
of the Regional Transportation Authority. 


Daley's office reportedly is making 


phone calls to suburban mayors asking 
them to pressure suburban members of 
the RTA board into a quick decision on 
the chairman, theoretically resulting In 
selection of Pikarsky. 


The move drew the wrath Monday of 


State Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffnian 
Estates, and four other suburban state 
legislators, who called for Pikarsky to 
withdraw his name from consideration 
for the chairmanship because he is caus- 


ing a deadlock on the RTA board. 


At least one suburban mayor,' Herbert 


Behrel of DCS Plaines, has heard from 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain 
with a pitch for Pikarsky. Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get buses to 
DCS Plaines. Behrel agreed he would 
•probably support Pikarsky, but said he 
has also been contacted by Barney Gun- 
nlngham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN, WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and arc causing 
a deadlock. He also said other good can- 


didates have withdrawn for political rea- 
sons, because of Pikarsky's eligibility. 


"Why is it so important to the mayor 


that he have Pikarsky on the RTA? You 
know what he is going to do to the sub- 
urbs," Totten said. "Pikarsky doesn't 
even know where Schaumburg Township 
is." 


Pikarsky is attending a national trans- 


portation conference in New York, but he 
issued a statement Monday afternoon 
saying, "Who do they have as a candi- 
date? As an experienced professional ad- 
ministrator in public transportation, I 
have no intention of withdrawing my 
name." 


The issue has been further clouded by 


recent suggestions that former Gov. 


Richard Ogilvle would be a good com- 
promise candidate. The four suburban 
board members are believed to prefer 
former 
American Airlines president 


George A. Warde. 


"It's 
obvious they're floating him 


(Ogilvie) as a trial balloon, as a com- 
promise candidate, but that's not much 
better than Pikarsky," Totten said..He 
described the situation as political now, 
adding that lie has talked with suburban 
RTA board members Joseph Tecson and 
D. Daniel Baldino about the deadlock. 


TOTTEN THEORIZES that the city 


members of the RTA board are hoping 
for a swing to Pikarsky if they hold out 
long enough, because of pressure by sub-

Lakes townhouse In Schaumburg. 


First It was the furnace system found 


leaking fumes into their month-old home. 
After four unsuccessful attempts at re- 
pairs, workmen finally corrected the sys- 
tem. 


Monday, however, more bad luck 


struck as Boycc rolled up $800 worth of 
thrcc-day-old carpeting in his basement, 
ruined after rain water backed up from a 
clogged sump pump in the complex into 
his basement. 


THE PUMP FAILED to operate when 


mud clogged the system which allows 
water to drain to a retention lake in the 
complex. Rain water from the window 
well and gutters around the building 
went into the Boyce basement. 


The water backup caused by sump- 


pump failure also flooded the basement 
of Jerome P. Cielak, also two doors 
away. 


"All the carpet padding is ruined," 


Boyce said after workmen hired by the 
Dunbar Corp. cleaned his basement Mon- 
day afternoon. A frustrated Boyce had re- 
fused to let the men In until then. 


"They said they would clean it, but 


Mr. Chapman (Allan Chapman, vice 


president of Dunbar) said their insur- 
ance doesn't cover this." 


BOYCE SAID HE called the company 


to assist him late Sunday when the flood- 
ing began. His calls, including one to the 
fire department which also contacted 
Dunbar, were answered only with the 
promise.that workmen would be out in the 
morning because nothing could be done 
on a Sunday evening. 


Chapman said Boyce called too late to 


have anything done. 


Boyce's neighbor, Jerry Bowmer, con- 


tacted the company at about 10:30 
p.m. 


Sunday when water began seeping into 


his living room from around a picture 
window and workmen scaled the leaks 
around the window that night, Chapman 
said. 


Boycc said he began calling at 10 p.m. 


Chapman said calls from Boyco did not 
come until I a.m. 


Bowmer, however, Monday praised the 


builders for repairing his leaks, saying a 
workman was out within 20 minutes of 
his call. 


"We weren't badly flooded," he said. 


"By 8:30 or 9 a.m. (Monday) they were 
out and caulked all the leaks. In every 
new complex there will be problems.

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High school remodel, swim pools, tax rate 
School bond vote concerns residents

The $22-mlllion building referendum in 


High School Dist. 211 has avoided any 
organized opposition so far but some 
residents are expressing concern about 
the vote Saturday. 


Their concern centers on three issues: 


reconstruction of Palatine High School is 
not included in the package; the need for 
swimming pools in the district's high 
schools; and the contention that the tax 
rate of the district will not be raised by 
the building program. 


The $22-mlllion bond referendum Satur- 


day will finance a sixth high school and 
additions to four high schools in the dis- 
trict. About $6.5 million will go to the 
sixth high school which is scheduled to 
open in 1977 north of the Winston Park 
subdivision of Palatine. 


ANOTHER S8.3 million of the referen- 


dum bonds will finance an addition for 
Schaumburg High School which would In- 
clude a swimming pool, auditorium, 
classrooms for music and vocational edu- 
cation and more cafeteria space. The ca- 
pacity of the building would be increased 
from about 2,100 students to 3,000.

of phlebitis, Anderson exhorted the prin- 
cipals: "AH presidents were not like 
Richard Nixon. He was unique. Tell your 
children that." 


The principals greeted the columnist 


warmly and Interrupted his address sev- 
eral times with applause. More than 700 
persons filled the hotel's main dining 
room and lined the walls. The doors were 
left open for those unable to enter the 
room because of the crowds.

For dropouts, underachievers 
New program gives teens 
a second chance to learn

John, a high school dropout from a 


broken home, was described by his 
teachers as a nonattcnding, noncon- 
formlng, unmotivatcd student with a 
poor chance for success. 


Despite his classical description as 


an underachiever with a variety of 
learning problems, John decided to 
return to school two years after drop- 
ping out and was accepted back by 
High School Dlst. 214. 


A year later, John was "involved, 


m o t i v a t e d , making reasonable 
grades" and even joined the track 
team en route to graduation. 


A few years ago, the story might 


have been different — John would 
have been turned away or just 
"pushed along" to graduation. 


TODAY. HOWEVER, dropouts, un- 


dcrachievers and others are receiv- 
ing special help In a new Dist. 214 
program aimed at helping students 
with learning problems get back into 
the mainstream. 


"It used to be that we'd say, 'We 


have done everything we can for the 
student,'" said Richard Stanowski, 
head of pupil services at Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. 
"Now we ask, 'Have we done every- 
thing we can for the students?'" 


The program Is called the Individ- 


ual Resource program and it is being 
used districtwide after a one-year pi- 
lot program at Elk Grove High 
School. 


It provides individualized help for 


students with poor reading ability, 
social Immaturity, poor motivation, 
lack of skills in a particular area or 
any other problem that hinders the 
student from functioning properly in 
class. 


STUDENTS ARE given special 


help on a variety of levels, starting 
during their free time and progress- 
ing to permanent removal from class 
to work with a specialist. 


A forerunner of the program, the 


Cooperative Work Agreement, of- 
fered special classes for under- 
achievers at the freshman and soph- 
omore levels only. The present pro- 
gram has been expanded to accom- 
modate juniors and seniors as well 
as average students and those with 
special learning abilities. 


"Experience showed us that the 


old program was good for SO per cent 
of the kids, who were in it, but the 
other 50 per cent still had problems," 
said David Whiteslde, district coor- 
dinator of special education services. 
"Besides, you don't always stimulate 
and change in two years, when the 
pattern has been set for 10 years." 


THE INDIVIDUAL Resource Pro- 


gram revolves around a "resource 
center" at every school, staffed with 
learning disabilities teachers, coun- 
selors, teachers with special training 
in a subject area, and aides. 


Students can use the center to 


study for a test, meet with a teacher 
or counselor for help, take advantage 
of study materials or, in some cases, 
just relax and play a game of table 
hockey with a fellow student.

Move to elect Pikarsky RTA head draws bitter reaction 


Daley injects Chicago power politics into deadlock over chairman 


RICHARD J. DALEY

A power play engineered by Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley is reaching into 
the suburbs in an effort to have CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky named head 
of the Regional Transportation Authority. 


Daley's office reportedly is making 


phone calls to suburban mayors asking 
them to pressure suburban members of 
the RTA board Into a quick decision on 
the chairman, theoretically resulting In 
selection of Pikarsky. 


The move drew the wrath Monday of 


State Rep. Donald Tottcn, R-Hoffman 
Estates, and four other suburban state 
legislators, who called for Pikarsky to 
withdraw his name from consideration 
for the chairmanship because lie is caus- 


ing a deadlock on the RTA board. 


At least one suburban mayor, Herbert 


Behrcl of DCS Plaines, has heard from 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain 
with a pitch for Pikarsky. Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get buses to 
DCS Plaines. Behrel agreed he would 
probably support Pikarsky, but said he 
has also been contacted by Barney Cun- 
ningham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
Is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN, WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and are causing 
a deadlock. He also said other good can- 


didates have withdrawn for political rea- 
sons, because of Pikarsky's eligibility. 


"Why is it so Important to the mayor 


that he have Pikarsky on the RTA? You 
know what he is going to do to the sub- 
urbs," Totten said. "Pikarsky doesn't 
even know where Schaumburg Township 
is." 


Pikarsky is attending a national trans- 


portation conference in New York, but he 
Issued a statement Monday afternoon 
saying, "Who do they have as a candi- 
date? As an experienced professional ad- 
ministrator in public transportation, I 
have no Intention of withdrawing my 
name." 


The issue has been further clouded by 


recent suggestions that former Gov. 


Richard Ogilvic would be a good com- 
promise candidate. The four suburban 
board members are believed to prefer 
former American Airlines president 
George A. Warde. 


"It's obvious they're floating him 


(Ogilvie) as a trial balloon, as a com- 
promise candidate, but that's not much 
better than Pikarsky," Totten said. He 
described the situation as political now, 
adding that he has talked with suburban 
RTA board members Joseph Tccson and 
D. Daniel Baldino about the deadlock. 


TOTTEN THEORIZES that the city 


members of the RTA board are hoping 
for a swing to Pikarsky if they hold out 
long enough, because of pressure by sub-

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Police seek 
$20,000 grant 
to prevent crime 


The I'nlatlnc Police Dcpt. has applied 


for a state grant to help finance a vil- 
lage-wide crime prevention program. 


The $20,000 grunt from the Illinois Law 


Enforcement Commission would be used 
to hlro two additional police officers 
working in the area of crime prevention 
as well as a vehicle, films and printed 
materials, said David Zack, crime pre- 
vention and community relations officer. 


Although the department will not know 


for three to six months about the out- 
come of the grant, it will continue to de- 
velop n number of crime prevention pre- 
sentations focusing on village crime 
problems. 


Presentations on personal safety, bur- 


glaries, and property damage arc being 
developed with the use of films, printed 
materials and demonstrations. Upon 
request, the presentations will be made 
to school students, homeowners' associ- 
ations and business organizations, Zack 
said. 


"The police department has offered 


some crime prevention presentations in 
the past, but nothing as complete and as 
informational as what we have planned 
for the future," he said. 


PALATINE AND COMMERCIAL bur- 


glaries increased 237 por cent in the first 
six months of this year compared to the 
first six months of 1073. Three hundred 
and ninety-three cases of criminal dam- 
age to property were reported In the first 
eight months of this year, compared to 
the 279 cases reported in the first eight 
months of 1973, Zack said. 


Zack said that burglaries and property 


damage can be reduced if residents will 
report crimes when they see them oc- 
curring in their neighborhoods, and if 
residents know how to properly secure 
their homes and places of employment. 


Presentations on sclf-dcfcnsc could 


ahow women how to defend themselves 
against attackers by using a ring of keys 
as a weapon. A presentation on burglary 
prevention could show residents how to 
scare away and deter burglars, Police 
Chief Jerry Bratchcr said. 


"The most Important thing now is that 


we get residents in Palatine concerned 
enough about increasing crimes to do 
something about them in their own 
way," Bratchcr said. 


RESIDENTS SHOULD feel "more re- 


laxed about immediately calling police" 
when they sec a crime occurring in their 
neighborhood, or sec "someone sus- 
picious roaming around their neighbors' 
homes," ho said. "Tills is another means 
of crime prevention that we must pro- 
mote in the village." 


The police department will gradually 


begin to offer these crime prevention 
programs to the public so that "by late 
next spring, we will have a complete 
crime prevention program in this vil- 
lage." Bratchcr said. 


Police have stepped up patrols in sev- 


eral areas in the village "In an attempt 
to decrease burglaries and property 
damage whore they are reportedly more 
frequent," Zack said. 


"No matter how much patrol we have 


out there, though, it's still up to the resi- 
dents and businessmen to help us make 
this a safer village by learning how to 
best prevent these crimes from happen- 
ing. It's something we can. all work on 
together," Zack said.

Palatine police said Bruce Reed, 24, of

take Rccd in, n scuffle between Reed and 
patrolman Robert Bailey ensued. 


Reed was charged with two counts of 


battery and released on $1,000 bond. He 
is scheduled to appear in the Arlington 
Heights branch of Circuit Court Oct. 31.

Columnist speaks to school principals 
Nixon a 'unique' president: Jack Anderson

Syndicated columnist Jack Anderson 


told the Illlnob Principals Asjin. to take 
two messages back to their students: 
that the President is the servant and not 
the master of the people and that "all 
president* were not like Richard Nixon." 


Anderson, addressing an 
overflow 


crowd that spilled Into the hallway at the 
Arlington Park Towers Monday nlglrt. 
said, "President Nixon would liavc you 
believe, and his White House put this out, 
that they (former presidents) behaved 
I lie way he did . , . I've known these 
presidents . . . and only Nixon behaved 
like Nixon docs." 


Denouncing comparisons between Nix- 


on and former President Harry Truman, 
Anderson said Truman would openly 


"wade into a political fight with both 
fists. Richard Nixon would wade into a 
poll.leal fight witli a lead pipe. There's a 
difference." 


AFTER FIRST excusing himself for 


sitting during part of his address because 
of phlebitis, Anderson exhorted the prin- 
cipals: "All presidents were not like 
Richard Nixon, lie was unique. Tell your 
children that." 


The principals greeted the columnist 


warmly and Interrupted his address sev- 
eral times with applause. More than 700 
persons filled the hotel's main dining 
room and lined the walls. The doors were 
left open for those unable to enter the 
room because of the crowds. 


The evening session of the convention 


was marked by increased security. U.S. 


Sen. Walter Mondalc, D-Minn., was 
charged during the afternoon by a dem- 
onstrator posing as a reporter. 


Uniformed and plaindothcs security 


personnel guarded all the doors to the 
dining room and checked delegate cre- 
dentials before admitting them. 


There were no incidents during Ander- 


son's appearance. 


PRESIDENT Gerald Ford's proposed 5 


per cent surtax was labeled by Anderson . 
as "welfare" for large corporations 
while the poor and aged were eating pet 
food because of high meat prices. 


Citing some oil companies that posted 


profit increases as high as 150 per cent 
last year, Anderson blasted Ford's tax 
Incentive program as giving them "a 


little more dough so they'll drill some- 
more." 


Oil billionaires J. Paul Getty and H. L. 


Hunt also came under his guns as "patri- 
ots of the soapbox." He said they "wrap 
themselves in the flag. They can afford 
to because we paid for it." 


Anderson said after his speech, which 


was met with a prolonged standing ova- 
tion, that the confirmation of Vice Presi- 
dent-designate Nelson Rockefeller is 
"suddenly in trouble." Rockefeller's gifts 
to public officials and his role in the fi- 
nancing of a derogatory biography if Ar- 
thur Goldberg during the 1970 New York 
governor's race made his confirmation 
less certain. 


A POSTPONEMENT of confirmation 


until after the upcoming Congressional 
elections also could spell trouble for the 
former governor, Anderson said. He spec- 
ulated that if the Democrats sweep in 
November, "they just might not con- 
firm." 


Anderson said he had always thought 


of Rockefeller as an "honorable" man, 
but added, "I have to ask if an honorable 
man would use his money for a smear 
book." 


If the confirmation ran into serious 


trouble, Anderson said Rockefeller would 
be withdrawn. "He (Ford) wouldn't 
leave him exposed. They have some pret- 
ty good counters and if they see the sup- 
port begin to evaporate he'll pull out," 
Anderson said. 


Volunteers 
get praise 
from mayor 


Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 


Jones praised the village's volunteer fire- 
men Monday night as "the heart and 
soul of the fire department." 


"The people of Palatine do not have a 


deficient fire department," Jones told 
several volunteer firemen 
angry over 


comments by Fire Chief Orville Helms. 
"We have a professional fire depart- 
ment," Jones said. He explained that the 
only difference between Palatine and 
other departments is that Palatine's fire- 
fighters return to other jobs when they 
arc finished fighting fires. 


Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. also 


praised the volunteers and said a full- 
time fire department would not change 
the village's excellent fire rating. 


The volunteer firemen and trustees 


were responding to a Herald article quot 
ing a call by Helms called for full-time 
staffing of the fire department to elimi- 
nate critical delays in responding to 
weekend fires. This is caused by the 
need to call both volunteers and full-time 
firemen into the station to man equip- 
ment. 


The fire department is now staffed 24 


hours a day Monday through Friday, hut 
no one is on duty on weekends. Short- 
wave radio is used to call volunteer and 
full-time firemen out for weekend fires. 


Palatine and Buffalo Grove arc .the 


only Northwest suburban municipalities 
without full-time fire departments.

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School bond vote 
troubles residents

The $22-mllllon building referendum In 


High School Dlst. 211 has avoided any 
organized opposition so far but some 
residents are expressing concern about 
the vote Saturday. 


Their concern centers on three Issues: 


reconstruction of Palatine High School Is 
not included In the package; the need for 
swimming pools In the district's high 
schools; and tho contention that the tax 
rate of the district will not bo raised by 
the building program. 


The $22-mllllon bond referendum Satur- 


day will finance a sixth high school and 
additions to four high schools in the dis- 
trict. About $85 million will go to the 
sixth high school which is scheduled to 
open In 1377 north of tho Winston Park 
subdivision of Palatine. 


ANOTHER 88.3 million of the referen- 


dum bonds will finance an addition for 
Schaumburjt High School which would in- 
clude a swimming pool, auditorium, 
classrooms for music and vocational edu- 
cation and more cafeteria space. The ca- 
pacity of the building would be increased 
from about 2,100 students to 3,000. 


The remaining bonds would finance au- 


ditoriums for Frcmd and Conant High 
Schools, swimming pools for Frcmd, Co- 
nant, and Hoffman Estates High Schools, 
minor remodeling for Frcmd and a 
$430,000 warehouse for the district. 


School officials havo emphasized that 


tho tax rale of tho district will remain 
the same or go down slightly if the refer- 
endum is passed. But one voter in Pala- 
tine whose children attended Palatine 
High School, said he doesn't believe it. 


"They're hanging their hat on growth 


In the area," said tho voter. Duo to In- 
flation, developers havo geared down 
their building plans," ho said. "I can't 
beliovo the tax rote won't Increase." 


Robert Creek, president of tho Dist. 211 


board said the district will be able to 
keep the tax rate down because assessed 
valuation of property In tho district Is 
expected to increase in the next few 
years. Building projects in both Palatine 
and Schaumburg Townships are already 
under way and they will boost the dis- 
trict's tax revenue. 


THE HKKEI1ENDUM will be put to 


tho voters in one package on the ballot 
Saturday. Voters will not be able to vole 
yes on some parts of the referendum and 
no on other parts. 


The League of Women Voters of Pola- 


tine has taken issue with the board for 
putting all tho building projects In one 
package. Although the league has en- 
dorsed the referendum and has no for- 
mal opposition, League Pros. Jean Tin- 
doll said some members are concerned 
that the raters will not bo able to vote 
against swimming pools. 


Creek said the board feels all the build- 


Ing projects arc needed in the district. 
The goal of the referendum is to equalize 
the high school facilities so each school 
has a pool, auditorium and adequate 
classroom space. 


THE BOARD "probably could have 


made 13 separate propositions out of 
this." said Creek, but "what If the elec- 
torate agreed to 12 and one school was 
left out?" 


Creek said he knows some people con- 


sider pools a luxury Item but "in the 
judgment of the board and the physical 
education people and in tho judgment of 
students, swimming pools provide a bal- 
anced educational program." 


The league also criticized tho board for 


not cooperating with local park districts 
for funding the pools and sharing their 
use. 


"\VE COULDN'T HAVE two elective 


boards, with different tax bases, and dif- 


ferent jurisdictions trying to run the 
same facility on the same property," 
said Creek. A school pool is "a year 
round indoor swimming pool for instruc- 
tion and competitions," said Creek, while 
a park district pool is mainly for "social 
recreation." 


Creek said auditoriums and pools will 


be used by the community anyway. The 
auditorium at Hoffman Estates High 
School has been used often by civic or- 
ganizations and the village board has 
even held meetings there. 


One school — Palatine High School — 


has been left out of tho discussion of the 
referendum and the building projects. 
Palatine was built In 1929 and is the old- 
est school in the district. It has a capac- 
ity of between 1,600 and 1,900 students, is 
overcrowded, and in need of major re- 
pairs. The board has put off a decision on 
whether to remodel or rebuild Palatine, 
or scrap tho old school. 


ARDITH BAUMAN IS a parent from 


Palatine High School and when she goes 
to the polls Saturday she said she wants 
to know whether the old school will be 
kept or discarded. "It seems to me that 
Palatine High School is part of the dis- 
trict too," she said. 


The scrapping of Palatine High School 


is not a foregone conclusion, said Creek. 
"It really depends on tho growth in tho 
area." In about 18 months the district 
will havo a new report on projected en- 
rollment in the Palatine area and will be 
able to determine whether the school will 
be needed and whether it Is worth fixing, 
ho said. 


Creek stressed that the board must 


still act on tho future of Palatine High 
School and there is a good chance that 
the building will bo rebuilt because the 
community has sentiment for the old 
school. 


Creek said ho hopes all the projects 


financed by tho referendum will be fin- 
ished by 1976 and 1977. "We're going to 
bust our backs to start all the projects at 
once," he said. Bids may bo awarded 
this March and "Wo think we can im- 
prove the construction schedule," Creek 
said.

Move to elect Pikarsky RTA head draws bitter reaction 


Daley injects Chicago power politics into deadlock over chairman

A power ploy engineered by Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley is reaching into 
the suburbs' in an effort to have CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky named head 
of the Regional Transportation Authority. 


Daley's office reportedly Is making 


phone calls to suburban mayors asking 
them to pressure suburban members of 
the RTA board into a quick decision on 
the chairman, theoretically resulting in 
selection of Pikarsky. 


The move drew the wrath Monday of 


Slate Rep. Donald Tottcn. R-Hoffman 
Estates, and four other suburban state 
legislators, who called for Pikarsky to 
withdraw his name from consideration 
for the chairmanship because he is caus- 


ing a deadlock on the RTA board. 


At least one suburban mayor, Herbert 


Behrel of Des Plalnes, has heard from 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Kenneth Sain 
witli a pitch for Pikarsky. Behrel has 
supported Pikarsky and is considering 
cooperating with the city to get buses to 
Des Plalnes. Behrel agreed he would 
probably support Pikarsky, but said he 
has also been contacted by Barney Cun- 
ningham, transportation consultant and 
former mayor of Park Forest, who also 
is interested in the post. 


TOTTEN. WHO WAS opposed to for- 


mation of the RTA last March, said the 
four city members of the RTA board are 
committed to Pikarsky, and are causing 
a deadlock. He also said other good can- 


didates have withdrawn for political rea- 
sons, because of Plkarsky's eligibility. 


"Why is it so important to the mayor 


that he have Pikarsky on the RTA? You 
know what he is going to do to the sub- 
urbs," Totten said. "Pikarsky doesn't 
even know where Schaumburg Township 
is." 


Pikarsky is attending a national trans- 


portation conference in New York, but he 
issued a statement Monday afternoon 
saying, "Who do they have as a candi- 
date? As an experienced professional ad- 
ministrator in public transportation, I 
have no Intention of withdrawing my 
name." 


The issue has been further clouded by 


recent suggestions that former Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie would be a good com- 
promise candidate.

"It's obvious they're floating him 


(Ogilvie) as a trial balloon, us a com- 
promise candidate, but that's not much 
better than Pikarsky," Totten said. He

D. Daniel Baldino about the deadlock.

As a kid, Randy Cherwin lived three 


blocks from a fire station and occasion- 
ally trailed behind the engines to view a 
fire. 


Now, at 18, he rides to fires first class, 


as a full-fledged member of the Mount 
Prospect Fire Dcpt., the youngest munic- 
ipal fireman in Illinois. 


Cherwin Is the first to make the switch 


from the Mount Prospect Fire Depl.'s 
pioneer cadet program to full-time fire- 
man. He thinks his two years as a cadet 
gave him a jump on the other five rookie 
firemen because he spent 10 days with 
the firemen, went on calls, sat In the ra- 
dio room and helped set up equipment. 


He also said he feels he is ahead in 
"book learning." 


"THE BOOK WORK will be helpful," 


Cherwin said, pointing to a several-inch- 
thick book on fire equipment, methods of 
fighting fires and safety code rules. 
"Most new firemen don't get enough 
time to study. They got the four or five 
weeks during training, while I've had 
two years." 


Two years ago, in cooperation with 


High School Dist. 214, the Mount Pros- 
pect Fire Dept. began a cadet program, 
the first of its kind in the state. In addi- 
tion, the department last year saw two 
state laws, which it lobbied for, passed. 
The laws moke the cadet program a 


statewide possibility and lowered the 
required age of firemen to 18, if the pros- 
pective fireman has completed a two-year 
cadet program. 


Mount Prospect Fireman Leonard Kai- 


ser, who spent a year drawing up plans 
for the initial cadet program and fought 
for the new laws, said he had three goals 
foe the program: to keep students who 
otherwise might drop out in high school, 
to create better relationships between 
teen-agers and firemen and to provide a 
ready pool of trained firemen. 


CHERWIN IS the proof that Kaiser's 


program and goals were workable and 
two other former cadets are on eligible 
lists for area fire departments — another 


for Mount Prospect and one for Rolling 
Meadows. 


Although Cherwin was not about to 


drop out of high school two years ago, he 
said the thought crossed his mind once 
or twice. "I think the cadet program is 
good," he said. "It gave me something to 
work for — not just going to school. It 
helped me in school; it brightened up 
schcil." 


One school area in which Cherwin was 


helped was mathematics. "I never was 
that good at math," he said, but he had 
to do some figuring to work out hydraul- 
ics problems as a cadet. 


Cherwin is probably more typical of 


the modern fireman. He said he joined 


the cadet program because it sounded in- 
teresting, not because he necessarily 
wanted to be a fireman. He was not rais- 
ed in a family of firemen like many of 
the older generation firemen, although 
he used to go to fires occasionally when 
he heard the engines pulling out from the 
fire station near Ills house. 


Cherwin recommends the program for 


any high school student who thinks he 
might become a fireman. 


Interest in the cadet program has 


spread throughout the state with both 
fire departments and high school sys- 
tems inquiring about the Mount Prospect 
program. 


Expect board

23 and save on the cost of sidewalk in- 
stallation, or go through the special as- 
sessment process. 


In the special assessment process, resi- 


dents have a chance to take their case to 
court In a Jury trial before the court fi- 
nally approves the project and sets the 
special assessment.

While 100 Arlington Heights families 


have until Oct. 25 to finance sidewalks 
around their houses, a village official has 
successfully avoided Installing sidewalks 
in front of his house for 12 years. 


The official, Robert Bishop, is a mem- 


ber of the board of local improvements 
which supervises special assessments for 
sewer, street and sidewalk improve- 
ments In the village. 


When Bishop built his home at 1035 S. 


Chestnut Avc., the village required a de- 
posit for future sidewalk construction. 
With 240 feet of frontage, Bishop was to 
have put $300 in escrow for a future side- 
walk. 


IN AUGUST, 1002, Bishop asked the vil- 


Inge board to excuse him from the re- 
quirement to deposit the $3GO. He said 
that there were only two houses built on 
his street, and that the street itself had 
not yet been graded. He said that it was 
unfair to tic up his money for several 
years until conditions permitted sidewalk 
construction. 


At the Aug. 20. 1962 village board 


meeting, the board changed Its sidewalk 
policy so that waiver of escrow funds 
could be considered "where the street 
prado has not been established" and 
"where a lot Is being developed singly on 
an undeveloped street which is not an 
arterial secondary thoroughfare or col- 
lector street and on which no sidewalk 
decision has been made." Bishop then 
got his money back. 


Bishop still has no sidewalk in front of 


his home. "I will eventually put them 
in," ho said, adding that the village side- 
walk policy Is not now being enforced in 
111'- neighborhood. 


BOLI enforces the 1906 village side- 


walk ordinance on an aroa-by-nrea basis. 
Bishop said that his neighborhood is 
within n half mile of Dunton Elementary 
School, which means he would have to 
Install a sidewalk under Section Three of 
the policy. 


DAVID PATTERSON, president of 


BOLI. said that the area In which Bishop 
lives is now paying for street installation 
through special assessment. He said that 
BOLI tries to avoid two iargc special as- 
sessments in one area at the same time. 


"At the BOLI meeting (Sept. 26), Mr. 


Bishop answered from the floor that he 
is putting In sidewalks by private con- 
tractor," said Patterson. "His general 
area reflects those like Scarsdalc, Stone- 
gate, and some of tho other subdivi- 
sions," Patterson added. 


Scarsdalc and Stoncgatc an; two subdi- 


visions which arc excluded from the vil- 
lage sidewalk ordinance because they 
won exemption from the village board in 
years past.

told the Illinois Principals Assn. to take 
two messages back to their students:

Anderson,

crowd that spilled into the hallway at the 
Arlington Park Towers Monday night, 
said, "President Nixon would have you 
believe, and his White House put this out, 
that they (former presidents) behaved 
the way he did ... 
I've known these 


presidents . . . and only Nixon behaved 
like Nixon docs." 


Denouncing comparisons between Nix- 


on and former President Harry Truman, 
Anderson said Truman would openly 
"wade into a political fight with both 
fists. Richard Nixon would wade into a 
political fight with a lead pipe. There's a 
difference." 


AFTER FIRST excusing himself for 


sitting during part of his address because 
of phlebitis, Anderson exhorted the prin- 
cipals: "All presidents were not like 
Richard Nixon. He was unique. Tell your 
children that." 


The principals greeted the columnist 


warmly and interrupted his address sev- 
eral times with applause. More than 700 
persons filled the hotel's main dining 
room and lined the walls. The doors were 
left open for those unable to enter the 
room because of the crowds. 


The evening session of the convention 


was marked by increased security. U.S. 
Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Mlnn., was 
charged during the afternoon by a dem- 
onstrator posing as a reporter. 


Uniformed and plalnclothes security 


personnel guarded all the doors to the 
dining room and checked delegate cre- 
dentials before admitting them. 


There were no incidents during Ander- 


son's appearance. 


PRESIDENT Gerald Ford's proposed 5 


per cent surtax was labeled by Anderson 
as "welfare" for large corporations 
while the poor and aged were eating pet 
food because of high meat prices. 


Citing some oil companies that posted 


profit increases as high as 150 per cent 
last year, Anderson blasted Ford's tax 
incentive program as giving them "a 
little more dough so they'll drill some- 
more." 


Oil billionaires J. Paul Getty and H. L. 


Hunt also came under his guns as "patri- 
ots of the soapbox." He said they "wrap 
themselves in the flag. They can afford 
to because we paid for It." 


Anderson said after his speech, \vhich 


was met with a prolonged standing ova- 
tion, that the confirmation of Vice Presi- 
dent-designate Nelson Rockefeller 
is 


"suddenly in trouble." Rockefeller's gifts 
to public officials and his role in the fi- 
nancing of a derogatory biography of Ar- 


thur Goldberg during the 1970 New York 
governor's race made his confirmation 
less certain. 


A POSTPONEMENT of confirmation 


until after the upcoming Congressional 
elections also could spell trouble for the 
former governor, Anderson said. He spec- 
ulated that if the Democrats sweep in 
November, "they just might not con- 
firm." 


Anderson said he had always thought 


of Rockefeller as an "honorable" man, 
but added, "I have to ask if an honorable 
man would use his money for a smear 


• book." 


If the confirmation ran into serious 


trouble, Anderson said Rockefeller would 
be withdrawn. "He (Ford) wouldn't 
leave him exposed. They have some pret- 
ty good counters and if they sec the sup- 
port begin to evaporate he'll pull out," 
Anderson said. 
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High school district report 
''Average9 teacher holds a master's 


The average teacher In High School 


Dlst. 214 Is a 33-year-old man, holds a 
master's degree, has been teaching nine 
years and makes close to $16,000. 


That composite picture is drawn from 


data in the district's 1974-75 annual per- 
sonnel report prepared by Robert Cud- 
ncy, director of instructional staffing. 


According to the report, which is used 


to assess patterns in the makeup of the 
staff, the district is "growing academi- 
cally." Last year, statistics showed that 
47 district teachers had earned a mas- 
ter's degree plus 60 hours credit toward 
a doctorate, or had attained a doctorate 
degree. In 1972-73, only 26 had done so. 


This year, 74 of the district's 1,044 


teachers, or about 7 per cent, have 
earned a master's and either have a doc-' 
toratc or have 60 hours credit toward a 
doctorate. 


Sixty nine per cent of all district teach- 


ers have earned a master's degree or 
more. 


ALTHOUGH THE district hired more 


female than male teachers this year, the 
number of female resignations increased 
the percentage of male teachers on the 
staff from 61 to 63 per cent. 


The district received 3,001 applications, 


up 1,000 from last year, for only 129 jobs. 


About one-third of the new staff con- 


sists of teachers new to Dist. 214, accord- 
ing to Cudney's report. About 40 per cent 
of the new staff holds advanced degrees. 


Salaries of new teachers jumped from 


$10,078 last year to $11,695 this year. Cud- 
ney's report cited the teacher salary in- 
crease and an interest In hiring more 
experienced teachers as the reason for 
the increase. 


NEW TEACHERS at Wheeling High 


School average the highest salaries 


($12,811), followed by Buffalo Grove 
($11,999), Forest View ($11,892), Pros- 
p e c t ( $ 1 1 , 5 7 0 ) , Rolling Meadows 
($11,334), Elk Grove ($10,948), Arlington 
($10,818), and Hersey ($10,700). 


Of the new staff, 55 graduated from 


either Northern Illinois University or the 
University of Illinois, Champaign-Urbana. 
The rest come from colleges and univer- 
sities across the country. 


The most popular subject area applied 


for by teachers was English, with 553 ap- 
plications, and physical education, with 
506 applicants. 


According to the report, there was an 


increased number of applicants for every 
area, with the exception of industrial 
arts, "which continues to be a very diffi- 
cult area in which to find quality candi- 
dates." Only 57 people applied for indus- 
trial arts positions.

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For dropouts, underachievers 
New program gives teens 
a second chance to learn

John, a high school dropout from a 


broken home, was described by his 
teachers as a nonattcndlng, noncon- 
forming, unmotlvatcd student with a 
poor chance for success. 


Despite his classical description as 


an undcrachlovor with a variety of 
learning problems, John decided to 
return to school two years after drop- 
ping out and was accepted back by 
High School Dial. 214. 


A year Inter, John was "Involved, 


m o t i v a t e d , making reasonable 
grades" and even joined the track 
team en route to graduation. 


A few years ago, the story might 


have been different — John would 
have been turned away or just 
"pushed along" to graduation. 


TODAY, HOWEVER, dropouts, un- 


dcrachlevcrs and others arc receiv- 
ing special help in a new Dist. 214 
program aimed at helping students 
with learning problems get back Into 
the mainstream. 


"It used to be that we'd say, 'We 


have done everything wo can for the 
student,'" said Richard Stanowskl, 
head of pupil services at Forest View 
High School In Arlington Heights. 
"Now we ask, 'Have wo done every- 
thing we can for the students?'" 


The program is called the Individ- 


ual Resource program and it Is being 
used distrlctwlde after a one-year pi- 
lot program at Elk Grove High 
School. 


It provides Individualized help for 


students with poor reading ability, 
social Immaturity, poor motivation, 
lack of skills in a particular area or 
any other problem that hinders the 
student from functioning properly in 
class. 


STUDENTS ARE given special 


help on a variety of levels, starting 
during their free time and progress- 
ing to permanent removal from class 
to work with a specialist. 


A forerunner of the program, the 


Cooperative Work Agreement, of- 
fered special classes for under- 
achievers at the freshman and soph- 
omore levels only. The present pro- 
gram has been expanded to accom- 
modate juniors and seniors as well 
as average students and those with 
special learning abilities. 


"Experience showed us that the 


old program was good for 50 per cent 
of the kids, who were In It, but the 
other 50 per cent still had problems," 
said David Whltcslde, district coor- 
dinator of special education services 
"Besides, you don't always stimulate 
and change In two years, when the 
pattern has been set for 10 years." 


THE INDIVIDUAL Resource Pro- 


gram revolves around a "resource 
center" at every school, staffed with 
learning disabilities teachers, coun- 
selors, teachers with special training 
In a subject area, and aides. 


Students can use the center to 


study for a test, meet with a teacher 
or counselor for help, take advantage 
of study materials or, In some cases, 
just relax and ploy a game of table 
hockey with a fellow student. 


In addition lo academic help, the 


program also tries to help the stu-

dent with nonacndcmic problems. 


For example, a girl with a poor 


self-image at Forest View might be 
put to work in n nursery school next 
door to the school. Through a cooper- 
ative agreement, the girl becomes a 
nursery school teacher. 


"The little kids begin to rely on her 


and look up to her," said Stanowski. 
"It helps her image and builds her 
ego." 


ALTHOUGH there are about 1,100 


students In the Individual Resource 
Program this year, other students 
sometimes feel the advantage of the 
resource center. 


At Forest View, aides are available 


to any classroom teachers who might 
need help at a particular time, for 
example a biology teacher might 
need help during a lab project. 


"They (aides) are on loan like a 


library book," Stanowskl said. 


While the program has basic guide- 


lines, schools Individualize their own 
program to fit the needs of their stu- 
dents. 


At Horsey High School, special 


classes are set up In the basic sub- 
jects required of freshmen such as 
biology, math and English in addi- 
tion to the option classes in home 
economics, woods, metals and graph- 
ics. 


McVey, helps students with their 
ipeech class work, with the aid 
of a tape recorder. The recorder 
allows the students to hear how 
they sound and helps improve 
delivery. 


A student with a problem In only 


one subject area will enroll only in 
one class, whilo another student may 
be Involved in four of the classes. 


DAVID TOEPKE, Individual Re- 


sources Program coordinator at Her- 
scy said he doesn't feel the classes 
attach any stigma to the students. 


"I think the general student popu- 


lation doesn't even know the IR pro- 
gram exists," said Toepke. "Besides, 
it's a funny thing. Students seem to 
know where they are regardless of 
whether you group them or not." 


The Hersey program also Involves 


the parents in weekly discussion 
seminars, mainly dealing with family 
communications. 


Perhaps the most Important part 


of the program is "the teachers who 
volunteer for it," according to 
Thomas Hansen, head of pupil ser- 
vices at Elk Grove High School. As 
with the students who make up the 
program, participation also is volun- 
tary on the part of the teachers. 


While administrators say it's too 


early to tell about the success of the 
program, some success is obvious: 
the resource room is a beehive of ac- 
tivity for students who usually have 
one thing in common — an interest 
in what they're doing. 


Helton on trial otter 2l/2 years

Ronald Helton goes back to court to- 


day, after a delay of more than 2V4 
years, to face charges in the stabbing 
murder of an Arlington Heights service 
station manager during a I960 robbery. 


Holton, now 21, was one of several 


young men charged with tho Nov. 11, 
I9C9. stabbing of Fred Taillon at the Ar- 
lington Park Shell sen-Ice station, Wllkc 
Road and Euclid Avenue. Tho charges 
against the other men were dropped be- 
foro Helton's first trial In 1072. 


The original trial was stopped by Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan, who 
ruled that statements allegedly made by 
Helton to the Arlington Heights police 
were Inadmlssablc. 


In August, the Illinois Appellate Court 


overturned Ryan's tullng and opened the 
way for the new trial. 


MF.LV1N KAMM, Helton's attorney In 


the case, said he will present several 
prctrlal motions before Circuit Court 
Judge Jacques Hcllingocttcr, who will be 
hearing tho case in tho Civic Center.

Schools seek funds from developers 


The controversy surrounding Arlington 


Heights' land dedication ordinance con- 
tinued Monday night with a request by 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25 that the ordi- 
nance be broadened to take in money for 
capital improvements such as school ad- 
ditions. 


William Beck, president of the board of 


education, told a meeting of the village 
board's legal committee that he thought 
the village had "lost the intent" of its 
land-dedication ordinance which, he said, 
was intended to provide "an umbrella 
under which ail public oodles could get 
some benefit from the impact of a major 
development in the community." 


Arlington Heights' ordinance requires 


cither land dedications or cash in lieu of 
land from builders. The donations are to 
be used for school sites, parks and other 
public purposes. 


"Dist 25, by good luck, good manage- 


ment or good ordinances, Is in an en- 
viable position land wise," Beck said. 
"But we also feel that the Impact of a 
development upon capital assets is very 
much within the original intent of this 
ordinance." 


AS PRESENTLY written, the ordi- 


nance can be used only for land acquisi- 
tion and thereby "shuts out" Dlst. 25 
from getting money from builders for a 
school addition which might be needed 
because of a residential development, 
Beck said. 


"Under the present land dedication or- 


dinance, we have no option to present 
any case in the foreseeable future. The 
ordinance was good when it was written, 


but no longer fits the needs of the 
schools," he said. 


Kay Muller, vice president of the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District, who has 
charged that the park district has been 
shortchanged In the distribution of build- 
er cash donations, said it was "ironic" 
that the park district, which has given up 
park sites in favor of necessary school 
sites, should now be faced with a new 
claim to land dedication money. 


Mrs. Muller maintains that the village 


has not followed its ordinance recenty 
because it has not publicly established 
the need for land dedication, and has 
allowed too much of the negotiation with 
builders to be'done by Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson. 


"I HAVE A FEAR that if we open the 


door of using this ordinance for other 
purposes, once again the park district is 
going to be in the back seat," Mrs. Mul- 
ler said. The park district has requested 
$120,000 from the village to buy several 
park sites. 


Mrs. Muller said she felt that "now it's 


our turn" to use the land dedication mon- 
ey which, since 1957, has totaled $357,000. 


"We're really defining a problem and 


hoping you will consider it," explained 
Dist. 25 Supt. Donald V. Strong. "We'd 
like to see If there are ways that all pub- 
lic bodies can take care of certain im- 
pacts that are directly and uniquely at- 
tributable to land development." 


The legal committee, whose chairman, 


Trustee James T. Ryan, was absent, took 
no action on the land dedication issue. 
Committee members asked both park 
and school district representatives to fur- 


ther research their positions for future 
meetings.
